1> GENERAL;  Duriny  the  year  t lire e,  hundred  ond  forty- three  cases  were  notified  as 
compared  vri.th  one  thousand  and  seventy-four  d-uriny  1941;  v/hen  Measles'  was

Chickonpox;  Tliis  disease  v:as  rather  more  pre-yalent  and  one  h-undred  and  ei[;hty-six 
cases  'were  notified  as  compared  v/ith  one  hundred  and  nine  cases  d-uriny  1941»  Ph© 
majority  of  the  canes  occ-urred  duriny  the  first  nine  months  ,  and  nearly  all  v/ere 
of  a  very  mild  typOo  One  hundred  and  -kventy- three  patients  were  school  children 
and  thirteen  adolescents  v/er’e  notified® 

Diphtherias  Only  three  cases  were  notified  as  against  nd.ne  cases  during  1941*  AH 
three  cases  were  arl-iitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  none  of  the  cones  had  been 
inrironised.  Two  other  patients  were  also  removed  to  the  Isolation  'Hospital  for 
observation  and  treatment ^  but  dixihtheria  v/as  not  diagnosod® 

Dirlytheria  Prophyla.xis . 

A  scheme  of  inimonisation  was  adopted  'Ond  put  into  operation  in  January  1941 
and  during  that  year  three  thousand  five  hur.dred  and  tcTenty-five  children  were 
inmunised.  During  19^2  four  hundred  and '  twenty-seven  children  were  immunised  and 
the  position  at  Dcccmtor  31st  was  that  of  the  child  population  under  the

As  in  previous  wartime  years  ordinary  routine  v;ork  had 
to  be  cui'tailed,  but  all  essential  matters  received  attention.  The  suriimany 
'dves  statistical  details  of  the  v.'ork  but  the  following  matters  are  worthy 
of  mentioiio 

Housing;  All  escentia.1  housing  repoi,rs  were  carried  out  but  voo’ious 
difficulties  caused  delay  in  the  execution  of  w'orks  and  a  considerable  amount 
of  time  had  to  be  expended  to  achieve  the  results  obtained »  A  close  wateh 
v/as  kept  on  overcrov;diu:j  and  vdiere  necessary  all  possi.bl.e  steps  wore  taken  to 
improve  conditions,  Veraiinous  conditions  slaowed  a  slight  increase  as  did 
other  insect  r^ests. 

Nuisances:  Appi’oximately  the  usual  number  of  ccmnlaints  v/ere  received  and 
investi^jatedoScTAJ  rtndiiS'in'Awl  :n:.,s'AU;,x:ob' a  fev/  cases  the  problem  of  abate¬ 
ment  proved  dilficulto  the  co-operation  of  the  factory  managements 

concerned  conditions  were  improved,  llan^^  of  the  complaints  v/ere  due  to  the 
increased  keeping  of  poultry rabbits  and  other  utility  livestock,  but  on  the 
whole  they  were  fomid  to  be  well  kept. 

Rats;  A  considerable  number  of  inspections  were  ma.do  and  much  work  was  carried 
out  in  co-operation  with  the  County  Pests  Officer,  Pc'w  serious  infesta.tions 
were  found,  ind  the  new  policy  of  the  County  Authority  enterinc  into  contracts 
v/ith  local  faimers  and  occupiers  of  other  promises  likely  to  encoui'ace  the
